In 1962 Maury Wills -stole more bases for the Los 
Angeles Dodgers than anyone ever had before for any 
team in the majors.

Ordered to pay income tax on the fancy Hickok Belt

A bill aimed at giving the 
local school districts a 
broader field of textbooks 
tp choose from was killed 
in' the Senate Education 
Committee last week. 

“I was sorry to see what 
I believed to be a non-par¬ 
tisan piece of legislation 
that is vitally needed, killed 
on a partisan vote in the

III. Seporoted Facilities 

During our discussions 
with the various operating 
departments It became clear 
that each of the various 
groups could operate inde¬ 
pendently of each other if 
.necessary. Through the ef¬ 
forts of subcommittees as 
well as individual commis¬ 
sioners, both present and 
past, an attempt was made 
to analyze the several alter¬ 
natives regarding functional 
combinations and site loca¬ 
tion. The possible arrange¬ 
ments of the three depart¬ 
ments are as follows;

Despite considerable at¬ 
tempts throughout the 
study, the commission has 
not been able to develop 
any cogent reasons for the 
separation of any of the 
listed activities into sepa¬ 
rate facilities if adequate 
area can bo provided at a 
single site. 

IV. Combined Facilities 

On the other hand there 
appears to be several clear 
advantages, and some quite 
intangible ones, for locating 
into a common facility. 
Some of these are: 

a. The be.st possible ar- 
rangomo.nt for necessary and 
economical communications 
between departments. 

b. The be.st po.ssible ar¬ 
rangement for convenient 
communication between citi¬ 
zens and departments. 

c. The most effective and 
economical use of parking 
spaces. 

d. Smaller total structure 
needed because of potential 
use of common spaces. 

e. Single structure gener¬ 
ally le.ss expensive to build. 

f. Single structure gener- 
erally less expensive to op¬ 
erate and maintain. 

g. In general will require 
the least total land. 

For the rea.sons listed and 
in order to crystallize upon 
a finite number of alterna¬ 
tives, the Planning Commis¬ 
sion decided to direct most 
of its attention to the com¬ 
bined arrangement as a 
sound approach toward pro¬ 
viding the most efficient 
and economical Civic Cen¬ 
ter. This was done in spite 
of reservations by some 
members that final .deter¬ 
mination might possibly bo 
made on subjective judg¬ 
ment. 

C. Site Size 

I. General Considerations 

In considering the space 
required to perform the vari¬ 
ous city functions, the Plan- 
,ning Commission: 

a. Discussed with each 
department head the re¬ 
quired areas affecting serv¬ 
ice. 

b. Reviewed all available 
data concerning previous 


studies. 

c. Applied known stan- 
darids of space use. 

d. Considered effect of 
single-story versus two- 
story construction on site 
size. 

e. Determined the total 
site area to include space 
for Administration, Council 
Chamber, Fire, Police, Pub¬ 
lic Facilities, Parking and 
opo.n spaces. 

II. Building Size 
The study attempted to 
assess the city’s building 
requirements for the next 20 
years. We realize that exact 
areas may be modified in 
the preparation of final 
plans, with the area to be 
assigned to Public Facilities 
being potentially the major 
variable. The areas esti¬ 
mated for each of the vari¬ 
ous departments is sum¬ 
marized below and deailed 
in Tables I through IV of 
the appendix.
